In fou r armed robberies the du o

in fou r hold-u ps over 
a two-week period, bu t when they 
were searched after their arrest 
Burnett had a total of 
$1.10 in 
chang e and Berger only $14, ac­ 
cording to Sheriff John Dennis. 
Bu rnett and Berger were nabbed 
by Sheriff Dennis, Depu ty Frank 
Ferrell and Chief of Police Harold 
Wallace Thu rsday night and after 
being qu estioned all day Friday 
Bu rnett signed a statem ent. 
In his statem ent, Bu rnett said 
that he and an "u nnam ed” partner 
held u p the Pine Lodge Cafe at 
Wellington, Kan. on Jan. 
11 and 
got $29 . They drove from there to 
Schu lte, Kan., where they "stu ck - 
u p” another cafe and got $ 21.

President Pens 
Defense Plan 
For Formosa 


Says Shows Evidence 
Of Determination 
To Resist Aggression 


WASHINGTON 
(An—President 
Eisenhower today signed the reso­ 
lu tion for defense of Formosa, as­ 
serting it is evidence of u nited 
American determination to “resist 
Commu nist aggression” in an area 
"vital 
to the secu rity” 
of the 
United States. 
The President signed 
in the 
presence of congressional leaders 
and Secretary of State Du lles less 
than 12 hou rs after the Senate 
sent the resolu tion to him by an 
85-3 vote. 
Clears The Way 
The action cleared the way for 
Eisenhower 
to 
u se 
American 
armed forces — notably the 7th 
Fleet—against any Red Chinese 
attack directed toward Formosa. 
It also gives him au thority to 
order the armed forces to evac­ 
u ate Chinese Nationalist troops 
from the Tachen Islands. 
The au thority to fight also in­ 
clu des the right to defend su ch 
places as the islands of Qu emoy 
and Matsu , off the Chinese m ain­ 
land, if the President considers 
them essential to Formosan secu ­ 
rity. Some regard it as broad 
enou gh to perm it him to order an 
attack on bases or troop concen­ 
trations on the Red Chinese m ain­ 
land as a defense measu re. 
When the President had com­ 
pleted the signing with more than 
a dozen pens, which he later 
passed ou t to the congressional 
leaders, he made this statem ent: 
"I am deeply gratified at the al­ 
most u nanimou s vote in the Con­ 
gress of the United States on this 
joint resolu tion. To the members 
of the Congress and to their lead­ 
ers with me here today, I wish 
pu blicly to thank them for their 
great patriotic service. 
“By their vote the American 
people prove their elected repre­ 
sentatives have made it clear to 
the world that we are u nited here 
at home in ou r determ ination to

They made him go 
back inside the store, Bu rnett said, 
and told him to open the safe 
and were told toe cou ldn’t becau se 
it had a time lock . Redfern told 
them,, Bu rnett said in his state­ 
ment, that the safe had approxi­ 
mately $400 in it. 
"We led Redfern to think we’d 
been watching the store for two 
week s and said we weren’t leaving 
withou t money.” They made ar­ 
rangements for him to get some 
money and said they wou ld be 
back Friday and warned Redfern 
that if, when they held him u p 
Friday, he had told the police, he 
wou ld be the first one k illed. They 
also told Redfern they had watch­ 
ed his home and k new he was 
m arried and had children. 
"We told Redfern we were bro­ 
thers and had another brother and 
if we were pick ed u p the other 
brother wou ld come by and tak e 
care of his (Redfern’s) wife and 
children.” They also threatened to 
have some one at Redfern’s hou se 
while they were at the store

Redfern was told to go to the 
bank and get $3,000 and have it 
back at the Kroger park ing lot be­ 
tween 10:50 and 11 a.m.

A nu m b er of farmers are ask ing 
qu estions ab ou t the proper time 
to top dress their wheat with ni­ 
trogen. 
In central or northern 
Missou ri, 
I 
think most cou nty 
agents wou ld say that the top 
dressing may b e applied any time 
from late fall u ntil March and 
that the date of application mak es 
little difference. On 
the 
other 
hand 15 0 miles sou th of here, I 
u nderstand that 
cou nty 
agents 
strongly u rge that applications b e 
made in late w inter or March and 
prob ab ly they hav e some ex ­ 
perim ental resu lts to 
b ack 
u p 
those recommendations, ju st the 
same as cou nty agents hav e ex ­ 
perim ental resu lts to ju stify their 
recommendation in northern Mis­ 
sou ri. 
Howev er, since Sou theast Mis­ 
sou ri wheat growers are b etween 
the two areas we cou nty agents 
are not qu ite as certain that we 
k now the answers. Ex perimental 
tests condu cted in this area du ring 
the past two y ears hav e not ty b en 
set u p in su ch a way so that the 
resu lts giv e u s all the information 
we wou ld lik e to hav e. In fact, 
we can’t prov e m any things b y 
only two y ears of tests any way . 
Howev er, ex periences reported to 
me b y local farmers indicate that 
applications made in March or not 
earlier than late Feb ru ary are to 
b e desired ov er those made in 
Janu ary . In arriv ing at decisions 
made from ob serv ations, we mu st 
not ov erlook the fact that the 
greener the color that sometimes 
shows u p from spring applications 
may b e deceiv ing and may not 
alway s indicate that a higher per 
acre y ield of grain is in prospect. 
With the information that we 
hav e now, I think I mu st say that 
we can not b e too su re of what the 
answer is b u t the ev idence at 
least tends to indicate that top 
dressings made in March are to 
b e desired ov er those made in 
Janu ary or early Feb ru ary . 
Good Corn—No C ultiv a tion- 
Questions Fertilizer Value 
In talk ing to Gu y Crawford at 
Dev enter a few day s ago, he tells 
me that parts of a field of his 
corn which receiv ed no cu ltiv a­ 
tion whatev er produ ced 8 0 to 90 
b u shels per acre last y ear. He 
ex plains that the field was giv en 
one treatm ent of 2, 4-D at the 
time the corn was k nee high. 
Neither Mr. Crawford or my self 
are ready to say that com crops 
shou ld 
receiv e 
no 
cu ltiv ation. 
Howev er, his ex perience does giv e 
weight to the findings made ex ­ 
perim entally y ears ago showing 
that on some loose friab le soils 
y ields are not particu larly in­ 
creased b y cu ltiv ation as long as 
the grou nd is k ept free of weeds. 
I think some corn growers who 
•u stomarily cu ltiv ate their corn 
îu ch more deeply than is neces- 
ary to control weeds wou ld do 
v eil to k eep this in mind. 
I think that this m atter of the 
destru ction of com roots b y cu l- 
iv ation may b e related to an­ 
other ex perience giv en to me b y 
Mr. Crawford that is indeed su r- 
jrising. He tells of b roadcasting 
200 pou nds of ammoniu m nitrate 
per acre on part of a field after 
he land had b een b rok en and was 
ready to plant. The other part 
of the field which receiv ed no 
fertilizer made 
a 
considerab ly 
higher y ield. I am b y no means 
certain that I k now the ex plana- ; 
tion for this su rprising resu lt, b u t 
I think it points ou t the need of 
getting 
b roadcasted 
ni t r o ge n 
plowed down deep, ju st as Mr. 
Crawford wou ld hav e applied it if 
he had gotten his fertilizer in 
time. Corn roots tend to grow to, 
where the most nitrogen is. Cer- ; 
tainly it isn’t a good idea to en- I 
cou rage the roots to b e growing 
towards the su rface lay er of soil 
as in this case, especially in a dry 
season when the limited su pply , 
of av ailab le moistu re was down 
deep. 
Hastens Cotton Maturity 
With Fertilizer 
Dick Walton of 
the 
Dorena 
Commu nity b eliev es that he hast­ 
ened the opening of his cotton last 
y ear as mu ch as ten day s b y u sing 


200 pounds of 12-12-12 fertilizer 
in the row. In fact he say s that 
he had a g ood picking on 23 acres 
of his 40 acre field that was fer­ 
tilized before any cotton was open 
in the remaining 17 acres. This 
is true ev en thoug h the crop was 
all planted at the same time and 
g rown under the same conditions. 
He say s that he didn’t keep the 
y ield fig ures of the two parts of 
the field separate but thinks that 
the fertilizer also increased the 
y ield of the cotton. “ I am g oing 
to fertilize all of my cotton in 
195 5 ,” he said. 
In a number of demonstration 
tests that we hav e conducted with 
the help of cooperating farmers 
on soils similar to that in the 
Dorena community , applications 
of 200 pounds of 12-12-12 fertiliz­ 
er hav e usually not only hastened 
the maturity of the cotton but 
g iv en y ield increases of around 
300 
pounds and in some cases 
much larg er amounts of seed cot­ 
ton per acre. Howev er, we do 
not hav e fig ures from such dem­ 
onstration plots in 195 4. 
Plant Food Should Be In Balance 
Freman Finley tells me of rath­ 
er unsatisfactory results secured 
by top dressing wheat with am­ 
monium nitrate last 
y ear. 
Al­ 
thoug h no soil tests hav e been 
made on the land where the wheat 
g rew, my knowledg e of the soil 
in that community causes me to 
sug g est that the nitrog en mig ht 
hav e failed to g iv e the usual re­ 
turns because of phosphate or 
potash deficiency in the soil. He 
is bring ing soil samples so that 
we can check on that point. 
It is su ggested that farmers 
with small grain 
on land where 
a low potash su pply is su spected 
shou ld hav e their soil tested as 
soon as possib le since potash de­ 
ficiencies can b e corrected b y top 
dressing with potash fertilizer in 
the same manner that nitrogen de­ 
ficiencies are corrected b y top 
dressing with nitrogenou s fertil­ 
izers.

As wou ld b e ex pected all of 
these growers followed su ch long 
recognized good practices as pre­ 
oaring good seed-b eds, u sing adap­ 
ted hv b rids, and doing a good job 
of cu ltiv ation. 
In addition all u sed certain,rel­ 
ativ ely new produ ction methods 
which shou ld b e of particu lar inter­ 
est to corn growers who striv e for 
higher y ields. Perhaps the first 
thing to note in stu dy ing their meth­ 
ods is that they u sed lots of com­ 
mercial fertilizer, mostly nitrogen. 
The av erage 
acre receiv ed 160 
pou nds of actu al nitrogen. The 31 
pou nds of phosphate and 72 pou nds 
of potash applied was mostlly that 
contained in starter applications. 
All had soil tests made as a b asis 
for selecting the k inds and amou nts 
of fertilizer u sed. The av erage fer­ 
tilizer cost of $26.17 per acre was 
the highest of the six y ears of the 
clu b ’s ex istence. 
Another respect in which their 
methods differed from that of the 
av erage corn grower was in the 
thick ness of the stalk s. Ex clu ding 
stand of 27,260 stalk s per acre, the 
remaining 11 farms had an av er­ 
age of 15 ,607 stalk s, as compared 
to the cou nty av erage of arou nd 11,-» 


000 stalks per acre. To obtain this 
thicker stand it is uaually neces­ 
sary to plant one bushel of medium 
or reg ular flat seed to approx i­ 
mately each four acres. 
Irrig ation was practiced in two 
cases. It cannot be said that soil 
abov e the av erag e in natural fer­ 
tility was an important factor, be­ 
cause on the av erag e the soil was 
not naturally more productiv e than 
the av erag e of the county . 
With one ex ception, none of these 
100 bushel corn g rowers can or 
would want to claim that they pro­ 
duced 100 bushels or more corn per 
acre from their entire crop. The 
y ield determinations were made 
on the farm’s best 5 acres in each 
case. Actual y ields based on corn 
sold or stored on ten of these farms 
for which such information is av ail­ 
able shows that the av erag e pro­ 
duction of their entire com crops 
was 61 bushels per acre. 
No doubt this y ield is twice the 
19 54 av erag e of the county . The Ex ­ 
tension Serv ice is not as much in­ 
terested in helping a few reach the 
100 bushel mark as it is in helping 
the av erag e corn g rower double his 
corn y ields of 5 to 10 y ears ag o. 
The ex amples prov ided by 100 
bushel corn club members of the 
past six y ears are helping a lot in 
making this possible.

Judging from a statem ent made 
and signed by Charles E. Burnett 
24, of Wichita, Kan., one of the 
pair arrested for an alleged extor- 
•tion attem pt on C. E. “Chuck” 
Redfern. m anager of the local Kro­ 
ger store, it was a case of “easy 
come, easy go,” with Burnett and 
Floyd Berger. 28. of Hutchinson, 
Kan., Burnett’s partner. 
In four arm ed robberies the duo 
stole $1,620 in four hold-ups over 
a two-week period, but when they 
were searched after their arrest 
Burnett had a total of $1.10 in 
change and Berger only $14, ac­ 
cording to Sheriff John Dennis. 
Burnett and Berger were nabbed 
by Sheriff Dennis. Deputy Frank 
Ferrell and Chief of Police Harold 
Wallace Thursday night and after 
being questioned all day Friday 
Burnett signed a statement. 
In his statem ent, Burnett said 
that he and an “ unnamed” partner 
held up the Pine Lodge Cafe at 
Wellington, Kan. on Jan. 11 and 
got $29. They drove from there to 
Schulte, Kan., where they “stuck- 
up” another cafe and got $21. 
Needed Push 
January 12, he and Berger held 
up Steim’s Market in Wichita, Kan. 
and got $900. While robbing this 
place, Burnett recalled, a Coca-Co­ 
la man m ade a delivery and a 
woman came in the store. It was 
about 8:30 a.m. and when Burnett 
and Berger started to leave their 
car would not start so they went 
back in, made the store m anager 
get the keys to the woman’s car, 
come out and give them a push to 
start. 
As Burnett put it. the pair “coast­ 
ed until Januarv 17” and then ‘I 
and Berger held up the Saveway 
grocery store in Kearney, Neb. and 
got $370 in 
cash and sever a 1 
checks.” 
The pair then drove 105 miles to 
McCook, Neb., where they stayed 
at a motel and got up about noon 
the next day. There, they held up 
a food m arket, got about $300 in 
cash, then escaped by running a 
road block. 
They took back and side roads 
and drove to Norton, Kan. a n d 
spent the night in a motel. January 
19 they drove to Hayes, Kan. Bur­ 
nett then took a bus to Hutchinson, 
Kans. and the following day (Janu­ 
ary 20) Berger picked him up and 
they went to Wichita, leaving there 
about 4 ,p.m. to drive to Kansas 
City, Mo. which they reached a- 
bout 1:30 a.m. Jan. 21. They stay­ 
ed in the Rasbach Hotel until the 
morning of January 23. 
While in Kansas City both men 
went to a dancing school and each 
paid $20 for a five hour course in 
dancing. 
Drove to Cape 
The morning of January 23 they 
drove to St. Louis and left about 
7 p.m. Sunday and drove to Cape 
G irardeau. In Cape Girardeau they 
stayed at the Sisson Motel until 
Monday noon. While in Cape G irar­ 
deau, Burnett said, they drove a- 
round “ casing” several places for 
possible hold-ups but decided the 
get away chances didn’t look good 
so they came to Sikeston, arriving 
about 3:30 p.m. 
They went to the Kroger Store 
and looked around, buying some 
things and had derided to try a 
hold-up at 5:30 p.m. but on account 
of the many people working in the 
store at that time decided to wait. 
They saw the m anager’s name on 
a card and decided to get him by 
himself. They went out and waited 
until Redfern left by the rear door 
and met him. They made him go 
back inside the store, Burnett said, 
and told him to open the safe 
and were told he couldn’t because 
it had a time lock. Redfern told 
them,, Burnett said in his state­ 
ment. that the safe had approxi­ 
mately $400 in it 
“ We led Redfern to think we’d 
been watching the store for two 
weeks and said we weren’t leaving 
without money.” They made a r­ 
rangem ents for him to get some 
money and said they would be 
back Friday and warned Redfern 
that if, when they held him up 
Friday, he had told the police, he 
would be the first one killed They 
also told Redfern they had watch­ 
ed his home and knew he was 
m arried and had children. 
“ We told Redfern we were bro­ 
thers and had another brother and 
if we were picked up the other 
brother would come bv and take 
care of his (Redfern’s) wife and 
children.”

Redfern was told to go to the 
bank and get $3,000 and have it 
back at the Kroger parking lot be­ 
tween 10:50 and 11 a m 
Friday. 
After spending from 30 to 40 min­ 
utes with Redfern the two men went 
to Dexter and took in a show Then 
they drove to Poplar Bluff, hired 
rooms and spent most of the day 
sleeping. 
January 25 they came into Sike­ 
ston and drove around looking over

WASHINGTON 
(/P)—President 
Eisenhower today signed the reso­ 
lution for defense of Formosa, as­ 
serting it is evidence of united 
American determ ination to “resist 
Communist aggression” in an area 
“vital 
to 
the 
security” 
of the 
United States. 
The President signed 
in

presence of congressional leaders 
and Secretary of State Dulles less 
than 12 hours after the Senate 
sent the resolution to him by an 
85-3 vote. 
Clears The Way 
The action cleared the way for 
Eisenhower 
to 
use 
American 
arm ed forces — notably the 7th 
Fleet—against any Red Chinese 
attack directed toward Formosa. 
It also gives him authority to 
order the armed forces to evac­ 
uate Chinese 
Nationalist 
troops 
from the Tachen Islands. 
The authority to fight also in­ 
cludes the right to defend such 
places as the islands of Quemoy 
and Matsu, off the Chinese m ain­ 
land, if the President considers 
them essential to Formosan secu­ 
rity. Some 
regard 
it as broad 
enough to perm it him to order an 
attack on bases or troop concen­ 
trations on the Red Chinese m ain­ 
land as a defense measure. 
When the President had com­ 
pleted the signing w ith more than 
a 
dozen 
pens, which 
he later 
passed out to the congressional 
leaders, he made this statem ent: 
“I am deeply gratified at the al­ 
most unanim ous vote in the Con­ 
gress of the United States on this 
joint resolution. To the members 
of the Congress and to their lead­ 
ers with me here today, I wish 
publicly to thank them for their 
great patriotic service. 
“By their vote the American 
people prove their elected repre­ 
sentatives have made it clear to 
the world that we are united here 
at home in our determ ination to 
help a brave ally and to resist 
Communist aggression. 
Preservation Step 
“By so asserting this belief we 
are taking a step to preserve the 
peace in the Formosa area. Wo 
are ready to support a United 
Nations effort to end the present 
hostilities in the area, but we also 
are united in our determ ination 
to defend an area vital to the se­ 
curity of the United States and 
the free world.” 
In talking of an end to present 
hostilities the President avoided 
use of the term cease-fire, indica­ 
ting that the United States is not 
so much interested in the techni­ 
calities of a truce arrangem ent as 
it is in ending the fighting if 
possible. 
The resounding Senate 83-3 vote 
for the resolution last night com­ 
pleted congressional action just 
five days after Eisenhower sent 
it to capitol hill.

Such a fence has no roots, 
casts no harmful shade, and al­ 
lows the air to circulate freely 
around the plants that cling to 
it.

Men hobby gardeners are in­ 
clined to specialize, concentrat­ 
ing their efforts upon one class 
of plants. More numerous than 
any other group are the vegeta­ 
ble growers, who assert that no 
other branch of gardening brings 
its devotees abd their families 
such great rewards. 
These are not in money sav­ 
ings. they contend, as much as 
in the superior quality of gar­ 
den fresh vegetables, which are 
served on the family table while 
young and tender, with flavor 
unimpaired by a long journey 
from field to m arket. 
Many 
surveys 
have 
estab­ 
lished that leisure hours passed 
in 
vegetable 
gardening 
earn 
high pay, when the value of the 
harvest is considered. But much 
more important is the sense of 
achievement which the gardener 
feels, in having produced by his 
own efforts, “vegetables of su­ 
perb taste and texture which 
cannot be bought in the m ar­ 
ket.” 
You can test the truth of this 
if you have a sunny area in the 
back yard 500 to 1.000 square 
feet, with well drained soil. The 
larger area is sufficient to grow 
most of the fresh vegetables 
which a family of four can eat 
during a harvest period of four 
to five months. 
This will not allow for sweet 
com, potatoes, cabbages, peas 
for canning, or any considerable 
quantity of vine crops except 
those grown on a fence or trellis. 
Another two thousand 
square 
feet would be required to sup­ 
ply the family with all. 
The ideal shape for a 1.000 
square foot plot is oblong, say 
20 by 50 or 25 by 40 ft., with the 
shorter distance running north 
and south. 
North and south rows, give 
more even distribution of the 


sun and it is easier to divide up 
space 
among 
your 
different 
crops, when you deal with 20 or 
25 foot rows, rather than frac­ 
tions of long ones. 
Your plot must have sunshine. 
Six hours full sun is usually as­ 
sumed to be a minimum. 
But 
many of the crops you will want 
to grow need full sun all day 
long, and will suffer from any 
limitation of it. Trees too near­ 
by. which cast little shade in 
mid-summer, when the sun is 
high, may seriously affect yields 
in the fall. 
Never surround a small vege­ 
table plot with shrubs, but a 
picket fence five feet high bor­ 
dering the east, north and west 
sides will add 450 square feet 
of valuable air space on which 
tomatoes, 
pole beans, cucum­ 
bers, melons, or similar vine 
crops can be grown to perfec­ 
tion. 
Such a fence has no roots, 
casts no harm ful shade, and al­ 
lows the air to circulate freely 
around the plants that cling to 
it. The south boundary should 
be open to the full sun, with no 
climbers or pickets to cast m id­ 
day shadows. Use a wire fence 
here only if required for pro­ 
tection. 
The im portant point is to avoid 
a layout which results in any 
row being shaded for more than 
a brief interval of the day, by 
its companion crops, the gar­ 
den enclosure, or outside ob­ 
jects. Sunshine is far more im ­ 
portant than soil. 
Make your vegetable garden 
as near as possible to the kitch­ 
en door, so that vegetables can 
be harvested just before they 
are cooked, or processed for 
canning or freezing. With some 
a delay of minutes may suffice 
to dull the keen edge of their 
supreme flavor.

Agriculture Gives General 
Farm Outlook for 1955 


“To better acquaint farm ers with 
the general farm outlook for 1955, 
the statements of the staff at the 
Department of Agricultural Eco­ 
nomics are quoted,” states Tom 
Stroup, Scott County agent. 
If I were a farm er planning for 
1955: 
1. I would expect general busi­ 
ness activity to be slightly higher 
than in 1954. I would also expect 
the number of people employed to 
remain above 60 million throughout 
the year and hourly and weekly 
earnings of industrial workers to 
remain near record high levels. 
I would expect the land m arket 
to remain relatively inactive and 
prices to continue a slight down­ 
ward trend. I would not hesitate 
to buy land, if I needed it to im­ 
prove the efficiency of my business 
and the present owner was willing 
to sell at a sacrifice. I would avoid 
a debt in excess of fifty per cent 
of the long-term agricultural value 
of the land I purchased. If I had 
land to sell, I would place it on the 
market and wait for a buyer who 
did not insist upon a 
sacrifice 
price. 
T would analyze each of my en­ 
terprises carefully to see if produc­ 
tion patterns could be developed 
that would open new or more prof­ 
itable markets and raise my net 
income. 
I would keep in mind the fact 
that I receive only a part of the 
consumer’s dollar and would strive 
constantly to develop community 
production and marketing patterns 
that would narrow' the spread be­ 
tween w’hat the consumer pays and 
what the grower receives. 
More Efficiency 
2. I would continue my cattle 
feeding operation where it is 
a 
part of my farm 
program 
with 
greater emphasis 
upon efficient 
feeding and management. I would 
expect fairly satisfactory profits 
from cattle put on feed this fall 
though not as large as those of the 
past feeding season Prices of feed­ 
er cattle ♦his fall were $2 to $3 
higher than the precc'd]'ng fall But 
fed cattle prices next spring and 
fall are expected to average about 
the same as in 1954. 
3. I would consider a herd qual­ 
ity improvement program of major 
importance in the beef row enter­ 
prise. Equally imjx>rtant are im­ 
proved pasture and 
forage 
pro­ 
grams. 
4. I would market hogs as soon 
as they reached m arket weights 
with an optimum degree of finish 
5. I would begin a selection pro­ 
gram of brood sows and boars that 
would give greater 
assurance of 
producing the meat type hog. 
6. I would maintain or consider 
increasing my sheep flock T h e * 
outlook for sheep and lambs is 
favorable. 
7. If dairying is my major source 
of income. I would maintain or in­ 
crease the size of my herd. 
8. I would consider the possibil­ 
ity of initiating, through my or­ 
ganizations, the practice of quan­ 
tity discount pricing 
of bottled 
milk. 
9. I would send any low produc­ 
ing cows in my herd to market 
now. 
10. I would strive in every' way 
possible to increase my efficiency 
of production during the coming 
year. 
11. I would plan my poultry en­ 
terprise either as a family food en­ 
terprise or a commercial business. 
12. I would plan to maximize ef- 
ifriency in my broiler enterprise. 
13. I would plan to utilize my 
producing equipment to the point 
of maximum efficiency in the pro­ 
duction of commercial turkeys. 
14. I would plant the maximum 
of com permitted under acreage al­ 
lotments, and as much of the other 
feed grains as is consistent with 


good farming practices. 
15. I would harvest my alloted 
acres of cotton and fit my cotton 
acreage to the most productive 
land on the farm. 
16. I would raise my full allot­ 
ment of tobacco. 
17. I would keep in mind that 
my decisions for next year and the 
years ahead must be based on good 
farm 
management 
fundamentals 
and not necessarily on short-run 
price considerations. 
Check on Costs 
18 I would give more attention 
to controlling the costs on my 
farm but I would recognize that I 
cannot keep my net income high 
w’ithout maintaining a high gross 
income. 
19. Finally, I would be reason­ 
able optimistic for the year ahead. 
I w’ould expect profit margins to 
be narrower; but I would keep in 
mind that if mv farm business is 
organized well, if I watch mv costs, 
work with my head as well as my 
hands, and keep abreast of t h e 
great strides which are being made 
in wTays and in means of making 
agriculture more productive, I as 
a farm er will continue to be able 
to provide a reasonable living for 
my family.

Emergency Feed End 
COLUMBIA l/P)—J. W 
Burch, 
director of the Missouri Agricul­ 
ture Extension Service, said here 
Friday that the federal decision 
announced in Washington to dis­ 
continue the emergency feed pro­ 
gram on Feb. 15 w'ill not work 


MCPA officials left Jefferson City 
last week greatly encouraged over 
prospects for securing state funds 
for protecting the cotton area of 
the state against incursions by the 
dreaded Pink Bollworm which had 
advanced by the close of last cotton 
season to within a hundred miles 
of the state borders in northern 
Arkansas. 
J. P. Ross, president, J a k e 
Weaks, first vice-president, a n d 
Hilton L. Bracey, executive officer 
of the Association, told the Appro­ 
priations Committee of the State 
Senate, and the House Committee 
on Agriculture, of the threat to 
Missouri’s cotton industry, and pro­ 
posed a definite plan for combating 
the Pink Bollworm invasion. Sup­ 
porting the presentation of the MC 
PA representatives were Julius An­ 
derson. State Entomologist, and L. 
C. Carpenter, State Commission­ 
er of Agriculture. The Senate com­ 
mittee is headed bv Senator John 
Noble, of Kennett. The Hon. J. S. 
Wallace, of Scott County, is chair­ 
man of the House Committee on 
Agriculture. 
Legislators Concerned 
Every legislator from Southeast 
Missouri assured the cotton men 
of their support in obtaining funds 
for the proposed action against the 
boll w’orm. and both Senator Noble 
and Representative Wallace prom­ 
ised the support of their respective 
committees. 
The plan outlined by the MCPA 
includes setting up of inspection 
stations w’hieh would be staffed 
by employes of the departm ent of 
agriculture with authority to thor- 
o u g h l v inspect all vehicles enter­ 
ing the state and of preventing the 
entry of W'aste raw' cotton, used 
nick sacks, or other materials in 
which the worms or their larva 
mav be transported 
Officials at­ 
tribute the spread of the pest m ain­ 
ly to carrying of the larva in the 
ears and possessions of itinerant 
workers. 
Calling the Pink Bollworm “ the 
greatest single danger to the cot­ 
ton industry,” Bracey and Ander­ 
son as spokesmen for the MCPA 
delegation told lawmakers that the 
worm could easily cost Missouri 
cotton growers millions of dollars 
if allowed to gain a foothold in 
the state. 
In 38 Texas counties, legislators 
were told, the Pink Boll worm de­ 
stroyed cotton valued at $28 milli­ 
on; and representing about 30 oer 
cent of the entire crop income for 
the infected area. A mi’lion dollars 
in a single season would be a con­ 
servative estimate of the loss Mis­ 
souri cotton producers could suf­ 
fer, the cotton men said. This esti­ 
mate was based on the use of all 
known control measures now in 
use w’here the pest has become 
established. 
To Continue Study 
The habits of the Pink Bollworm 
are well known to entomologists, 
and there is no reason to throw 
up our hands in the face of the 
threatened invasion 
At the same 
time; by far the safest and surest 
control: as w’ell as the most eco­ 
nomical control measure is to seg­ 
regate the Missouri cotton area, 
insofar as possible from the initial 
infection 
Constant vigilance throughout the 
area will make it possible, it is 
hoped, to deal with occasional cas­ 
es of infection which probably will 
occur In spite of the most rigid 
inspection possible, Missouri cotton 
growers 
will 
hear 
more, 
much 
more, of the Pink Bollworm during 
the coming season

How Much Fertilizer 
Should Be Used in '55 
iI 
The question of how much fertil­ 
izer should be usedsin 1955 can 
, best be answered by the individu­ 
al operator of each farm. From 
; the standpoint of efficient low'-cost 
production, this year is really no 
time to cut down on the rate of 
fertilizer to be used except under 
specific circumstances such as on 
field which were heavily fertilized 
this past year and because of the 
! drouth or some other reason the 
yields were poor. Because of the 
low yields, the residual or carry- 
' over effect of last year’s treatment 
is such that very little treatment 
! is needed this year. 
Smaller farm income for t h e 
past year due largely to the drouth 
and farm prices, has led many re­ 
sponsible persons to urge cutting 
down on soil treatment rates sug­ 
gested by soil tests. But soil needs 
for adequate nutrition of crops is 
not influenced by the need from 
drouth relief or other such factors. 
Instead, the soil is influenced by 
agronomic practices. Cutting down 
the suggested treatment rates bas­ 
ed on soil tests for emergency or 
relief reasons would destroy the 
very basic philosophy of soil tests 
— that of eliminating plant food as 
n limiting factor of production. 
Soil tests can be a very effective 
tool in getting the biggest return 
for the fertilizer dollar in 1955. In 
order for tests to be most effec­ 
tive. the whole farm should be test­ 
ed. 
Assuming 
the 
treatments 
can’t be made at once on all fields, 
an inventory of the w'hole farm 
would bo helpful in deciding what 
particular treatm ents on each field 
would be most effective in supple- 
monting fertility already in the 
soil. 
If some one field is lacking onlv 
in one plant nutrient to give high 
rroduction it would be better to 
supply that particular nutrient ra ­ 
ther than spending an equal amount 
for a treatm ent on some other f'rid 
that will still have «ome other 
nutrient lacking. The complete in­ 
ventory of all fields which would 
nermit selective treatm ent holds by 
far the most promise of getting 
the greatest return from the fertil­ 
izer dollar in 1955. 
A noth er important thing is to be 
sure rrops already established are 
adequately treated before other 
land is treated. 
An example of this would be top- 
dressing fall seeded small grains 
with nitrogen.

Irrigation in Missouri, 
Subject of New Bulletin 


If vou are interested in irriga­ 
tion you will want to get a copy 
of a new bulletin published re­ 
cently by the College of Agricul­ 
ture at the University of Missouri. 
The bulletin titled FARM IRRIGA­ 
TION SYSTEMS was written by R. 
P. Beasley, Agricultural engineer 
at the University. 
Beasley says that by using ir­ 
rigation farm ers can assure them­ 
selves of a feed supply and crop 
production in spite of low rainfall. 
However, before planning to irri­ 
gate, a farmer should consider the 
supply of water on his farm, the 
amount of labor needed for irriga­ 
tion, and the amount of invest­ 
ment rqeuired. 
To get maximum returns from 
irrigation, Beasley states it is es­ 
sential that soil fertility be high, 
that adapted 
crop 
varieties 
be 
used, and that the best cultural 
practices be followed. 
These and other irrigation prob­ 
lems are discussed in the new bul 
letin. You can obtain a copy at 
vour local Extension office.
